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Enrollment system fails 


MiHundreds of students are locked out of 
classes because of a registration error

SANTA ANA CAMPUS - A 
programming er:or in the telephone 
registration system resulted in over- 
enrollment at RSC, forcing hun- 
dreds of students to be dropped 
from their classes last week. 

About 80 classes were filled 
beyond capacity, affecting nearly 


a thousand students. Half of the 
classes had an overflow of 25 or 
more students. 

Some classes reached close to 
four times their original size, ac- 
cording to Harold Bateman, dean. 
of admissions and enrollment serv- 
ices. 

Instructors were furnished with 
rosters from the admissions office 
listing students by the date of their 


enrollment. The first students be- 
low the limit were given a seai in 
the class. 

Students that were dropped from 
classes were given a flyer explain- 
ing how a computer error caused 
courses to be over-enrolled and 
detailed the options they had. 

“Obviously there are going to be 
alot of unhappy people,” said RSC 
Registrar Kirby Matter. 


“They did all the right things and 
now they’re told ‘sorry you can’t 
have the class.’ It’s sort of an earth- 
quake of a different type as far as 
they’re concerned,” he said. 

Counselors in Johnson Center re- 
directed frustrated students into open 
classes and assisted them with drop 
cards and refunds. 

“1 don’t think it’s fair. I don’t 
know what I’m going to do,” said 
RSC student Tran Sang, after find- 
ing out he was dropped from his 
speech class. 

More courses were added and 
some class limits were increased in

At the heart of the problem was a programming glitch in the 
telephone registration system. The error was created during a 
modification to the system last semester. Normal system checks 
didn’: catch it, allowing the over-enrollment to go uncorrected until 
the week before classes started. 

“There was an unintended fallout from one of the changes,” 
explained John Nixon, vice chancellor of instruction. “The part of

Changes and adjustments to the system are routine and mandated 
by the state chancellor’s office, according to Executive Vice Chan- 
cellor Ed Hernandez. 

When the problem was discovered, an effort was made to contact 
students registered in the affected classes, according to Sara Lund- 
quist, executive dean of student services. 

“We initiated a personal telephone campaign,” she said. “We got 
together a staff that were multi-lingual and attempted to reach 
students that were affected.” 

Normally the system is set up to automatically close classes after 
the limit of students is reached. However, because of the computer 
error the limits were ignored. According to Bateman, this is the first 
major problem for the telephone system since its installation four 
years ago.

because they were built before the 
1970s, prior to the last code. 

But, in the event of an earth- 
quake the college will be well pre- 
pared, according to J.R. Johnson, 
director of the RSC’s District Safety 
department. 

Several days worth of food sup- 
plies are stored in the cafeteria, and 
3,555 gallons of potable water in 
the pool and in the water heaters 
are accessible, Johnson said. 

However, Larry Honeybourne, 
program chief of water quality for 
Orange County said, “Pool water is 
not recommended for an emergency 
water supply. Swimming pool water 
contains chemicals beside chlorine 
which can be harmful to individu- 
als. Most pools contain high levels 
of salt which pose potential risks to 
individuals with kidney disease and 
heart disease as well as infants.” 

Security staff that are certified in 
CPR and first-aid are available on 
campus, and the parking lots serve 
as evacuation staging areas. 

In addition, RSC is equipped with 
an emergency generator and light- 
ing, two large tents, blankets, mat- 
tresses, and medical supplies, 
Johnson said. Trained medical staff 
are readily accessible. 

Earthquake preparedness drills 
are held regularly by campus secu- 
rity, the next will be during the first 
few weeks of February, Johnson 
said.

first two weeks of each semester, 
all teachers should show the cam- 
pus video demonstrating the “Duck, 
Cover and Hold Procedures” which 
are valuable during an earthquake, 
according to Johnson. 

Faculty should discuss the video 
with their class and point out the 
nearest exit and evacuation staging 
areas. 

But James Alverson, an instruc- 
tor of business law, said he has not

seen the campus earthquake video. 
"I don’t plan to show the video ei- 
ther,” he added. 

Consequently, a number of stu- 
dents have not seen the earthquake 
preparedness video, although many 
of them have expressed interest in 
it. 

“T have never seen the video and 
haven’t heard anything about it, 
but I would be interested in seeing 
the video,” said Erin Toedler, an

Fliers discussing the duck, cover 
and hold techniques will be circu- 
lated around the campus and are 
also available from the Safety 
Department in addition to fliers 
with earthquake tips. A booklet 
detailing emergency procedures is 
located in all classrooms. 

Over and above that, individual 
responsibility is also important and 


students should carry emergency 
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kits in their cars, according to 
Johnson. Emergency kits can be 
purchased for $22.95 from the RSC 
bookstore. 

For those dealing with stress 
and anxiety resulting from the 
quake, counselling is available from 
the health center by appointment 

During February and March, the 
Red Cross will be holding disas- 
ter-preparedness classes covering 
preparation and survival.

Few actors these days are on more of aroll 
than Tommy Lee Jones. 

Though he’s been around for a long time, 
having made his film debut in "Love Story" 
back in 1970, Jones is just now getting his 
shot at stardom and the high-profile roles 
that come w. hsudden celebrity. 

Last year really proved to be Jones’ year. 
His intense, witty, yet human portrayal of 
Harrison Ford’s relentless pursuer in the 
blockbuster "The Fugitive" will likely earn 
Jones another Best Supporting Actor nomi- 
nation. That is, unless the Academy decides 
to nominate him for his work as Marine Sst. 
Steven Butler in Oliver Stone’s latest Viet- 
nam war epic, "Heaven & Earth," which 
qualifies for Oscar consideration because it 
was released in calendar year 1993. 

The film tackles the war from the view- 
point of Le Ly Hayslip (Hiep Thi Le), a Viet- 
nhamese woman whose autobiography is the 
basis for the movie.

I 
don’t know. It could be she’s beautiful. 
Somebody might say they’re fated to 
meet one another. Another way of 
putting it is that she just pushes his but- 
tons, rings his bell. These kinds of 
things happen.”’ 

Jones explains that he prepared for 
this role like he would any other. He did 
research, read books about the Marine 
Corps, spoke to those knowledgeable about 
the Vietnam War, and looked to his director 
for guidance. 

"He was perfect for the role," said Stone. 
"Just visually, Tommy evokes what I 
wanted. The role was written for him. 
Whether he served in the military or not, he 
sure acts like he did. Atthe same time, he has 
qualities of the heart. There’s a tenderness 
there he probably won’t admit to, but that’s
